1 . I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true

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3. On or about May 15, 2002, 1 forwarded a copy of the March 16, 2000 meeting 
notes, reflecting the initial, substantive discussion of the methods and apparatus claimed 
in the application by and between Michael Wilmer, Jerry W. Rice, Robert Mehranfar and 
myself to Counsel for PPC. The meeting notes also reflect the initial multi-casting 
scheme that was employed to successfully reduce the subject invention(s) to practice. 

4. On or about May 17, 2002, 1 further discussed the contributions of Jerry W. 
Rice, Robert Mehranfar and myself toward the claimed methods and apparatus with 
Counsel for PPC. During the discussion, Counsel concluded that my contributions and 
the contributions of Jerry W. Rice and Robert Mehranfar warranted being added as a 
named inventors. 

5. The error in inventorship was thus inadvertent and, hence, occurred without 
deceptive intention on my part.
